C 
R E D IT may be informally described 
as future hopes, plans and good in­ 
tentions converted into present pur­ 
chasing power. Tile 
farmer, the m an u ­ 
facturer, 
the mer­ 
c h a n t . 
the 
hom e 
b u y e r , 
t h e 
p u r ­ 
chaser of household 
goods, the investor 
and the speculator 
all borrow at times. 
They plan to repay 
with 
the earnings 
of their crops, pro­ 
ceeds of the sales of 
t h e i r g o o d s , i n ­ 
comes from 
their 
wages and salaries 
or profits from the resales of their 
securities at enhanced m arket values, 
each as the case may be. 
The greater part of these various 
forms of credit is obtained by the bor­ 
rowers directly or indirectly through 
th e expansion 
of the loans and invest­ 
ments of the banks. 
It is this which 
creates the notes, securities arui m ort­ 
g a g e s in 
t h e p o r t f o l i o s of 
t h e h a n k s . 
T h e banks are able to extend these 
loans because a great many people de­ 
posit money w ith them. 
Even under the best conditions the 
plans of a small percentage of borrow­ 
ers go wrong through mistakes, hard 
luck or dishonesty, and the judgment 
of the banker in such cases is proved 
by the after event to have been at fault. 
The losses caused under such condi­ 
tions are ordinarily fully met by funds 
set aside out of the earnin gs of the 
banks for just this purpose and do not 
affect the money of the depositors, who 
seldom 
hoar 
anything 
about 
such 
losses. 
In the vast m ajority of cases and in 
the overwhelming volume of business 
involved the con tide nee t i (he b. inkers 
in their customers and (he confidence 
of Hie CU; toolers in their own ability 
to carri out tilt lr plans and obligations 
to successful conclusions are wholly 
justified. This is the ii * im a I economic 
■ situation and it. constitnt s the condi­ 
tions under which the use of credit 
adds to public welfare aud progress. 


Tbs Faith of the Banks 
Such was the structure of hopes, goad 
intentions and common confidence in 
one another that existed among all 
classes of the nation’s co m a unity lite 
when the series of economic shocks 
began to shake (lie nation's social fab­ 
ric in 1021). Tile people had deposited 
billions of dollars wit Ii (lie banks be­ 
cause they had confidence in them. The 
banks had 
loaned large 
volumes of 
these deposits on farm and* taipei m ort­ 
gages and on notes of manufacturers, 
business men and finance jlp^cty’ns, and 
had invested in the standard securi­ 
ties of the n ation’s corporations, state 
and local government units and the 
national 
g ivernment 
itself, 
because 
they had confidence in the citizenship 
and business condition of the nation. 
Their in ort gage ami other- loans to 
owners of farms aggregated $S,5UO,009,- 
OOO. Loans on urban veal estate were 
$4,OOO,OOO,OO 
Leans to individuals se­ 
cured by lf. S. * I ive.ru in cm t, municipal 
and corporate securities totalled $11,- 
000.000,000. Loans t . industrial 
and 
commercial enterprises in connection 
wit Ii tho production and distribution of 
the nation's infinite rarities of goods 
amounted 
to 
almost 
$19,500,000,000. 
Investm ents in F ed e ra l’ State, and m u ­ 
nicipal bonds were almost §6,000,000,- 
000, and in various kinds of railroad 
and corporate securities §11.000,000,000. 
These made total 
loans aud invest­ 
m ent* of $5S,OOO,OOO,OOO. 
This great credit structure was built 
while the country was at peace, while 
the farms and factories were jiroduc- 
tive, while the nation and the world 
provided great active m arkets for their 
outputs, while the earnings of all kinds 
of 
enterprise were larg<j. 
while the 


w orking 
people of the nation were 
fully em ployed, while wages and sal­ 
aries were steady and generous, w hile 
prices of commodities were strong and 
w hile the minds of the people were 
dom inated by faith in the future and 
confidence in one another. 


Great Changes Came to the Nation 
Then suddenly, almost as if the sun 
itself had 
lost part of 
its 
vitality, 
everyth in g changed 
Foreign markets 
failed an d d i s a p p e a r . Industry slack­ 
ened. A rapid drop in all kinds of com­ 
modity values set in. The earnin gs o* 
business 
fell. 
Unemployment devel­ 
oped. 
Wages and salaries went down. 
Domestic m arkets shrank. 
F ear be­ 
came general. 
The securities markets 
became panic-ridden as the prices of 
stocks and bonds withered to fractions 
of the ir former values. 
It was the 
greatest 
disintegration 
of 
h u rn a n 
plans, economic conditions and worldly 
values that history had ever w itn e s s ed .! 
These destructive changes cut right 
through the qualities and values of the 
loans and investments, the notes and 
securities in the banks. Business men 
and 
m anufacturers 
could 
not repay 
th eir notes to the banks as due. Many 
governm ental units and corporations 
defaulted the payments on their bonds. I 
P ro n e rty underlying real estate m o rt­ 
gages became worth less than the face 
of the mortgages. 
The m arket values 
of 
standard 
securities 
became 
less 
th an the banks had paid for them as in­ 
vestm ents or accepted them at as col­ 
lateral for customers’ loans. 
T his meant, in fine, that the ability 
of borrowers to carry out the future 
hopes, plans and good intentions that 
I have denned above as the basis of 
credit, had become impaired to a far 
g rea ter extent than had ever before oc­ 
curred in the nation's history. The re­ 
sulting losses could not be absorbed by 
the banks alone out of the normally 
am ple funds that had tv sn set aside 


a g a i n s t , the expectancy of a certain in­ 
evitable 
percentage 
of human plans 
gone wrong.

Banks Showed All Reasonable Care 
It was in 
loans and investments, 
whose values thus became so un fore­ 
seen bl y impaired, that the hanks, in all 
confidence, in all good faith, in all 1 
hum anly reasonable

ju d g m e n t had entru. ted the billions of i 
; dollars of deposits which their 
cus- 
j tomers had entrusted to them.

Those loans and investments were,

bars, and then some unknown cosmic 
ray had transmuted them into lead, the !
